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PREFACE. 


AVING been continually preſſed for a ſpeedy Publication of 

the Poll, and ſome Gentlemen having expreſſed their Sur- 

priſe at the Delay, i it may be neceſſary, perhaps, to ſay a fewWords, 
by Way of Apology for it's not coming out ſooner ; and firſt, I truſt 
it will be ſome Excule for me, that the Variety of my Avocations, 
when the Poll was taken and for ſome Time after, neceſſarily kept 
me ſo fully employed that I had not that Leiſure 1 wiſhed to devote 
to this Publication myſelf; notwithſtanding which, the ſuborninate 
Parts of it, that did not require my own particular Attention, were 
immediately ſet about, and continued, 'till completed, without 
Intermiſſion; and, tho' my then holding the two Offices of Deputy 
Sheriff and Deputy Clerk of the Peace, prevented my bringing out the 
Poll fo ſoon as I might have done, had I been leſs engaged, it has ulti- 
mately conduced to render it more perfect, by my having the double 
Advantage of taking the Poll as Deputy Sherift, and having full 
Accels to the ORIGINAL POLL after the Twenty Days ex- 
pired, when it muſt be depoſited in the Office of the Clerk of the 
Peace, during which ſhort Interval from the Poll it would not 
have been poſſible (conſidering all the public Buſineſs that imme- 
diately ſucceeded) to have ſent it out with any Degree of Ac- 
curacy.— With theſe Advantages, and from the Time I have taken 
to publiſh it, it will be expettcd in a greater State of Perfection 
than if it had been performed more haſtily ; and I hope it will be

on a future Canvaſs, muſt be ſtrikingly obvious. —To this I have 
allo added an alphabetical Index of all the Pariſhes, Tyihings, &c. 
where there are ſeparate Collectors of the Land Tax, with References to 
the Folios in which they may be found; whereas, in the laſt Poll, 
increly the Hundreds and Liberties were fo referred to: And I 
likewiſe thought it a fit Appendix, briefly to ſhew the chief Points 
to be attended to at a County Election, ſo far atleaſt as it is at all con- 
netted with the Office of Sheriff, which is alſo accompanied by all the 
Forms of the Oaths.—Upon the whole, from the general Knowledge 
i have had Opportunity of gaining of the County and it's Inhabi- 
tants, and, from the very great and unwearied Attention I have paid 
% the Subject during the Publication, I flatter myſelf it will be 
iſound as correct as in the Nature of Things it can be expected: If 
here be Errors, I truſt they will be only of fuch a Nature as mil. 
nelling Surnames, or leaving out Titles or Additions, which muſt be 
1navoidable, and I have no doubt will be excuſed.
